But Mr. Green, with- 
out awaiting appointment or se- 
lection by the employes of the 
automobile industry has proposed 
a plan under which he would 
select and appoint the representa- 
tives with whom employers would 
have to deal. Mr. Green suggests 
a committee composed of three 
representatives for labor, appoint- 
ed by himself, three for the em- 
ployers, appointed by the employ- 
ers and three for the government, 
appointed by President Roosevelt. 
This committee would have abso- 
lute powers in dictating the 
hours, wages, working schedules 
and other features of the industry. 

We cannot see how the collec- 
tive bargaining clauses of the 
NRA can be interpreted to have 
such meaning. We feel that an 
interpretation of this sort would 
constitute a revision of law itself 
—and the law can be revised only 
by Congress. An arrangement of 
this sort would, to all practical 
purposes, result in government 
control of our industry far in 
excess of the apparent purpose of 
the NRA. It would not be un- 
reasonable to assume that under 
such a set-up the labor and em- 
ployers representatives in the 
committee would split equally on 
all controversial subjects. This 
would leave the final decision up 
to the three representatives of the 
government. 

The result would in itself defeat 
collective bargaining. In the 
place of labor and the employer 
reaching an agreement or bargain 
between themselves, they would 
be bound by the decision of the 
three government representatives

Bay City, Aug. 21.— Federal 
Judge Arthur J. Tuttle today dis- 
missed the case of Stewart-War-

Districts of the Industry 


For the purpose of the admini- 
stration of this code, each state 





visory committee, consisting of 
not less than five elected by the 
organized dealers of such state. 
The chairman of each State Ad- 
visory Committee is a member of 
the Emergency National Commit- 
tee. 
State Advisory Committee is an 
alternate member of the Emerg- 
ency National Committee. 

Each such state shall be self- 
governing in respect to problems 
relating exclusively to the said 
district.

ARTICLE VI 


EMERGENCY NATIONAL 
COMMITTEE 


A. REPRESENTATION 


There shall be an Emergency 
National Committee of the auto- 
mobile retailing and/or servicing 
and/or repairing industry to con- 
sist of one representative of each 
of the above mentioned states. 


B. POWERS 


The Emergency National Com- 
mittee shall be the general plan- 
ning and co-ordinating agency for 
the industry. Its members selec- 
ted by established states shall 
be empowered by said _ states 
to act for them conclusively in 
respect to all matters before the 
committee for consideration and 
within its jurisdiction. The chair- 
man of the Emergency National 
Committee shall appoint from the 
membership of the committee a 
smaller body of three to seven 
members, to be called the Ad- 
ministrative Committee. 

Such appointments are to be 
approved by a majority of the 
members of the Emergency Na- 
tional Committee and to insure 
balanced representation of all 
classes of dealers must include 
|dealers from smaller towns a 
majority of whom shall be re- 
tail dealers and dealers geograph- 
| ically representative of the na 
| tion as well as the various lines 
| of cars and with consideration of 
{the appointee’s availability and 
| willingness to serve. 

The Emergency National Com- 
mittee shall delegate its power 
to the smaller body to be exer- 
cised as necessary on problems 
requiring attention between meet- 
ings of the National body. 

The Emergency National Com- 

| mittee shall have powers and 
| duties as provided herein, and in 
additional thereto it shall: 
| (a) from time to time require 
such reports from states as in 
its judgment may be necessary to 
advise it adequately of the ad- 
| ministration and enforcement of 
| the provisions of this code, 
(b) upon complaint of inter- 
| ested parties or upon its own in- 
itiative make such inquiry and 
investigation into the operation 
of the code as may be necessary, 
and 

(c) make rules and regulations 
necessary for financing the ad- 
ministration and enforcement of 
this code. The Committee may 
delegate any of its authority to 
the National Control Committee 
hereinafter provided and may 
designate such agents as it shall 
determine. 








ARTICLE VII 
STATISTICS 
The National Automobile Deal- 
| ers’ Assn. will serve as a medium 
through which all required statis- 
tics will be obtained and each 
dealer agrees, upon request, to 
furnish it with such information 
and make his books available to 
the National Automobile Deal- 
ers’ Assn. to the end that the

All communications and confer- 
ences of the Automobile Retailing 
and/or servicing and/or repairing 
Industry witL the President or 
with his agents concerning the 
approval or amendment of this 
Code or any of its provisions or 
any matters relating thereto, shall 
be through the said National Con- 
trol Committee. The National 
Control Committee shall serve as 
an executive agency for the 
Emergency National Committee 
of the automobile retailing and/or 
servicing and/or repairing indus- 
try and shall be charged with the 
enforcement of the provisions 
of this code and with the duties, 
through agents or otherwise of 
hearing and adjusting complaints, 
considering proposals for amend- 
ments and making recommenda- 
tions thereon, approving recom- 
mendations for exceptions to the 
provisions of this code and other- 
wise administering its provisions. 
Any district or any adherent to

The function of this Committee

4. Amendments to this Code 
may be proposed by any estab- 
lished districts to the Emergency 
National Committee or may be 
initiated by it and when approved 
by the President shall be effective. 
Such additions to this code as 
may be recommended by local or 
state associations to meet local 
conditions will be filed with the 
National Control Committee and 
upon approval of the Committee 
the approval of the President shall 
be effective. It being understood, 
however, that no such changes 
shall in any manner abridge the 
provisions of this Code relating 
to rates of wages, hours of labor 
or used car procedure. 

5. Violation by any dealer of 
automobile retailing and/or serv- 
icing and/or repairing industry or 
any provisions of this code, or of 
any approved rule issued there- 
under, is an unfair method of 
competition. 

6. This code shall become effec- 
tive ten days after its approval 
by the President.

basis for the anticipated com- 
promise. 

Demanding the deletion of the 
open shop clause from the code, 
Administration officials took a 
different view of it than did Wil- 
liam Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
and the Labor Advisory Board’s 
representative at the auto code 
hearing. Both Col. R. W. Lea, dep- 
uty administrator, and Richberg, 
accepted without question the in- 
dustry’s explanation, made by 
Donaldson Brown, chairman of 
the N. A. C. C. industrial recovery 
committee, that there was no in- 
tention to abridge, limit or mod- 
ify the collective bargaining guar- 
antee of the Recovery Act. They 
stood determinedly on the point 
that it was, however, susceptible 
to legalistic misinterpretation; 
that its ambiguity could lead to 
trouble. 

On his part, Green professed to 
regard it as an intentional effort 
on the part of the industry to 
nullify the rights of employes as 
clearly stated in the law. He 
said: 

“The code of the National Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce 
provides necessarily that ‘em- 
ployees shall have the right to 
organize and bargain collectively 
through representatives of their 
own choosing,’ but it sets up no 
machinery for collective bargain- 
ing. 

“On the contrary, it proposes 
‘to continue the open shop,’ and 
open shops, if I know anything 
about them, are a deterrent to 
organization and collective bar- 
gaining. Thus the Chamber pro- 
poses to nullify the provision for 
collective bargaining. 


“The time has come when we! 


should determine what is guaran- 
teed to labor by this provision 
of the National Industrial Recov- 
ery Act. Is it enough that in-

Pontiac August Sales 
Highest in Four Years

“The code ignores this funda- 
mental fact: Collective bargain- 
ing is a two-sided matter; the 
employers have the right to bar- 
gain collectively with the em- 
ployers. Are the employers of 
the automobile industry seeking 
to demonstrate that they have 
the right not to bargain collec- 
tively with their employes?” 

Reconvening of the various 
groups here later in the week is 
expected to see labor much more 
successful in this aspect of its 
fight on the code than with re- 
gard to its proposal for an en- 
tirely different hour and wage 
schedule. Green’s demand for a 
thirty-hour week with a mini- 
mum wage of sixty cents an 
hour is looked upon altogether 
unlikely to succeed. While Ad- 
ministration officials naturally 
were silent on the subject, quali- 


that such hour and wage provi- 
sions would put the auto industry 
code altogether out of line with 
those adopted for the steel, oil, 
and lumber industries. 

In the codes so dramatically ap- 
proved for those three industries 
last Saturday, the most spectacu- 
lar day the new deal’s brief in 
history, hours and pay rates sub- 
stantially matched those of the 
code submitted by the motor 
manufacturers.
